Wheat Variety Survey 

The ollicial rffoiniuondations as to 
what varieties of wheat ^-hould be 
grown and when; they should be 
grown are piiblUhcd each winter in 
each of the three prairie provinces. 
Copies are placed in the hands of all 
Line Elevator agents. 1941 recom¬ 
mendations .should be available early 
in February. 

We deeidcnl that it would be inter¬ 
esting to find out if farmers followed 
the advice — luually good, and 
always worth considering — of tlie 
cereal variety recommendation com¬ 
mittees. The recommendations arc 
based on Eoil-climatic zones and any 
farmer can consult the zone map in 
his Line Elevator to find out in 
which zone he lives and what varie¬ 
ties are cunsidcred suitable. Thanks 
to country elevator agents, we have 
been able to determine the percent¬ 
ages of the total wheat acreage 
occupied by different varieties and to 
compare these with the official expert 
advice. Tliis is what wo find. 

Alberta (in 1943) 

The percentage of varieties not 
recommended varies from 3.1 in 
Zone 2 to 28.4 in Zone 4A. The 
Litter zone contained 13.5% Garnet, 
9.7% Manjuis and 5.2% others. 
Only Thatcher and lied Bobs had 
official apiuoval. In Zone 1, about 
16.0% of the acreage was ocoupicil 
by varieties not rccoimncndcd. 
largely because Kcd Bobs is bo^’orn- 
ing popular even though it l.icks 
official approval in this zone. 

Saskatchewan (in 1943) 

The farmers ami the official 
hhould 6^1- together! In Zone 1, 
30.0. per cent of the acreage is occu¬ 
pied by varieties lacking official 
aiiproval, and in Zone 2, the per¬ 
centage is 10.6. This w largely 
liecause Marcjuis has been removed 
from the recommended list, but 
many farmers grow it.
